Some -ime 
ago they were informed that it had 
changed its name to the Callie Conl 
company They were informed thnt 
this would not affect their working 
agreement with the union. As a mar- 


ter of fact, the company paid the re 
gular scale as provided tn the zeneral 
agreement and also coWected the 
unionu dues. Up to the présent, how 
ever, the officials had not turned 
later over to the miners’ organization
